Co uld a New Ho lmes Sa ve The Olymp ia ?

W A S H IN G T O N — (NEA)— 
May be what's needed today is 
a poet to sav e Admiral Dewey ’s 
flagship at Manila Bay , the USS 
Oly mpia, from the 
same fate 
which once threatened the USS 
Constitution. 
As ev ery school kid in America 
remembers, it was the poem, “ Old 
Ironsides,” by 
Oliv er 
Wendell 
Holmes, which inspired thousands 
of children to giv e up their pen­ 
nies 
to 
sav e the Constitution 
when it was slated for distruction. 
The Oly mpia, in the Spanish- 
American War, led the attack that 
destroy ed the Spanish fleet in Ma­ 
nila Bay . It was from her decks 
that Admiral Dewey gav e the his­ 
toric command to his 
captain 
“ You may fire when y ou are 
ready , Gridley .” 
Later at the ripe old age of 26 
after three separate attacks and 
ex peditions in the First World 
War, the Oly mpia was giv en the 
proud duty of returning America’s 
Unknown Soldier to his homeland 
from France in 1821, 
Shortly after this trip she was 
decommissioned and 
retired 
to 
the Philadelphia Nav y Yard. For 
many y ears she serv ed as a spot 
tor 
patriotic 
observ ances by 
school 
children 
and v eterans’ 
groups. 
Due in World War II, funds 
which were needed to keep her 


in shape were div erted to other 
purposes and she deteriorated. 
Today she stands rusting and 
isting in a back channel of the 
Schuy lkill Riv er. Her hull and 
superstructure hav e recently been 
giv en a fresh coat of paint, but 
\er innards are corroder almost 
bey ond repair. 
Some hope of the Oly mpia’s 
future lies in a bill introduced in 


the last session of Congfress by 
Sen. Edward Martin of Pennsy l­ 
v ania to “ sav e 
her from 
the 
wrecker’s 
torch,’’ 
but 
another 
Oliv er 
Wendell 
Holmes 
might 
hav e more success.

Poison Damage 


Some cattle were

Prussic acid poison in g on Sud an 
pasture this past summer. An d the 
trouble 
con sisten tly 
showed

within a few min utes to an hour 
or so after the cattle first en tered 
the Reid . This was shown in a sur­ 
vey con d ucted by coun ty agen ts in 
18 coun ties. Prussic acid poison in g 
in these coun ties was reported on 
39 farms. These were located in 
Southwest an d South Cen tral Mis­ 
souri — the areas hard est hit by the 
d rought.

Do ubts Cast Ob Tbo Wisdo m 
Truman Us« d In Whit« Cat*

Developmen ts in the Hurry D ex ter White e» « e 
suggest the folly of restin g argum en t on political, 
rather than factual, foun d ation s. For sin ce it ex ­ 
plod ed Nov. 6 , both A ttorn ey Gen eral Brown ell 
an d form er Presid en t Trum an have been com­ 
pelled to shift their groun d to compen sate for 
political overstatem en t. 
N either emerges un ­ 
scathed . 
In the latest phase, Mr. Trum an , an swerin g 
Brown ell’s charges, said he d ecid ed to let White 
Stay with the govern m en t in 1946 so the FBI 
could con tin ue to in vestigate him an d other al­ 
leged spies an d build up a foolproof case. 
He ¡said that in con sultation with Secretary 
of Slate By rn es, Secretary of the Treasury Vin ­ 
son an d Attorn ey Gen eral Clark in February , 
1946, he d eterm in ed that this course would pro­ 
tect the public in terest an d security as well as 
allow the FBI to press its in quiry fruitfully .’* 
“No other course could have served both 
these en d s,” he stated . 
In rebuttal again st him, the key witn ess before 
the Jen n er Committee in the Sen ate proved to 
be n ot Brown ell, but J. Ed gar Hoover, chief of 
the FBI. What he said threw in to question the 
wisd om, though n ot the essen tial truth, of w hat 
Mr. Trum an said he d ecid ed . 
This was the heart of Hoover’s statemen t: 
1. The FBI d id n ot in this case, an d d oes n ot 
in an y case, recommen d that a suspected spy be 
kept in govern men t so he may be further ob­ 
served . It was n ot a party to an y agreem en t to 
this effect, as some people implied , 
2. 
Had it been the FBI’s in ten tion to han d le 
the White case as an “in telligen ce operation .” 
in other word s to keep him un d er con tin ued 
surveillan ce, the FBI would n ot have d istrib­ 
uted wid ely through govern men t agen cies its 
fin d in gs on White an d other suspects. This in ­ 
creased prospects of a leak tha* would alert the 
suspects, the very thin g Mr. Trum an implied 
he was try in g to preven t by keepin g White on . 
S. Thus, Hoover mad e plain his belief that 
the White case was en d ed , n ot con tin uin g, when 
he sen t the form er Presid en t a d etailed report 
on him Feb. 4, 1946. two d ay s before the Sen ate 
con firmed him as U S. represen tative on the In ­ 
tern ation al M on etary Fun d , He had told Clark 
an d Vin son he believed it un wise for White to 
remain in govern men t. 
In support of this poin t, he cited man v in ­ 
stan ces in 1946 when , as soon as evid en ce of 
serious n ature was compiled again st a man , he 
was separated from fed eral service. Un happily , 
this d id n ot in clud e man y key figures, 
4. F ar from servin g the FBI’s aims, keepin g 
White on mad e its job of surveillan ce more d if­ 
ficult, sin ce the fun d ’s premises, like the U.N.’s, 
are “ex traterritorial,” an d hen ce “off limits” to 
the FBI. 
5. 
In d ecid in g White should stay an d be kept 
un d er watch, Mi\ Trum an d eclared his in ten tion 
to surroun d him with “safe security risks,” B .* 
W hite n evertheless was allowed thereafter to 
n ame t wo other key su*pects to *ob* on the 
fun d . Brown ell supported Hoover heie h> ray ­ 
in g he could d iscover n o eviocr.ee to show 
White an d others were in terfered with in con ­ 
tin uin g to supply govern men t secrets to the 
Soviet Un ion , 
In the light of this testimon y , an y citizen may 
have stron g d oubts of Mr. Trum an 's statem en t 
that retain in g White was the “on ly course” con ­ 
sisten t with n ation al security an d FBI d esires. 
In d eed , on e is led to con sid er that what Mr. 
Trum an d id may have been ’he very poorest 
course he could have followed .

Several read ers have recen tly asked for an ­ 
other d iscussion of bursitis, an d w an t to kn ow 
w hether there it a cuff' ft 
IhJt pah

tion , an d whether, if n ot, bursitis will d isappear 
by itself. Sometimes burriti* will d isappear of 
itself an d sometimes n ot. 
An y small pocket lin ed by d elicate tissue 
ly in g n ear on e of the movable join ts of the bod y 
is called a bursa. Ty pical pursas are those above 
the kn ees, an d aroun d the elbows an d should ers 
an d an y of them can become in f.smed . 
Bursitis often starts sud d en ly an d in such 
cases the in volved cavity is likely to be swollen 
an d con tain a fluid , the n ature of which d epen d s 
on the cause. Acute or subacute bursitis brin gs 
ten d ern ess an d pain . In the more chron ic con ­ 
d ition s in which the fluid d evelops grad ually 
an d lasts for a lon g time, d iscomfort may be 
en tirely a<V* n ‘. .Diagn osis is n ot alway s easy . 
The most common cause of in flammation of 
a bursa or bursitis is a sin gle severe in jury or 
lesser but lepeated on es. Kn eelin g for a lon g 
time may affect a bursa above the kn ee, an d 
so on . 
What can be d on e for an in flamed bur.1*a d e­ 
pen d s on the cause an d on the d egree an d ty pe 
of in flammation . In the more acute con d ition s, 
complete rest by mean * oi a splin t, ban d age 
or cast is gen erally ad vised . In those cases in 
which the swellin g is great an d the pressure 
causes con sid erable pam, the phy sician ¿n ay have 
to remove some of the ex cess fluid . 
Sin ce the fluid may return , such removal is 
likely to have to be repeated several times. Hot, 
wet abn d ages may brin g relief an d heal in the 
form 
of d iatherm y 
is 
frequen tly 
ex trem ely 
helpful. Deep X -ray treatm en ts have also been 
used in some cases with success. 
Treatment 1« Difficult 
Un fortun ately , some cases of chon ic bursitis 
are resistan t to all these forms o f treatm en t. 
In jection of a local an esthetic in to the bursa 
itself is often useful but may n ot brin g lastin g 
effects. 
The in jection ©f some irritatin g fluid called 
a sclerosin g solution has been reported to be 
useful occasion ally . Surgical operation s in volv­ 
in g removal of the en tire lin in g of the bursa 
may have to be employ ed , but this is more or 
less of a last resort.

goner, superintendent of the Mis­ 
souri State Highway Patrol. 
“ An example of this was five 
accidents which occurred within a 
matter of minutes on. a Missouri 
River bridge in St. Louis County 
just this month.” he said. “ A 44- 
year-old Kansas City salesman in 
one car was killed. Just as some 
motorists forget to put anti-freeze 
in their radiators, these drivers 
had 
apparently 
forgotten 
that 
bridge floors are often icy at this 
time of year even though the open 
highway is dry. There is, of course, 
no comparison between the con­ 
sequences of these two acts of un- 
preparedness,” Colonel Waggoner 
pointed out. 
“ Wet leaves, often as slippery a$ 
ice, arc particularly deceptive on 
dry pavement and create another 
serious hazard which results in 
many wintertime accidents,” he 
declared. 
“ Increasing hours of darkness 
should serve as a reminder that 
the night-time accident 
rate 
is! 
three times as large as the day j 
time rate. Deaths from accidents; 
after sunset are greatly increased! 
in

winter, 
months because the evening rush 
hours become hours of darkness,” ; 
Col. Wagogner said.
